on the same day on the presence of jet fighters. According 

to available information, two regiments of tre Lil Ftr Corps 

are assumed to be stutioned in Finow. One of these regine nts 
waS equipped with type La-9 aircraft while the other had 

Yak-3 planes, Jet aircraft have been continually observed in 
Finow since late Junuary 1950, The total of jet tlanes presently 
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stationed in Finow is estinuted at at least 40, 21 
being of the swept-back type. ince the arrival cf 
new units was not observed tie tuo fighter regiments 
in Finow are ugsured to be reecuipped with jet planes, 
Outgoing shipments of conventional aircruft were not 
observed. It is assumed that besides the jet planes, 
about 80 conventional aircraft are stutioned at the 
field. 


o. The presence in binow of tolish officers was 
reported for the first tine, Tl.ese cfficers ,;robably 
attended the observed celebrations. 
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
